Pursuant to regulation 32 of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Regulations 1994 the film 
poster entitled: 

White Men Can't Iron...On Butt Row 

is Not Approved. 


if approval refused, the reasons for the decision: 

The video slick entitled White Men Can’t Iron...On Butt Row is not approved because of strong 
degrading and dehumanising content. 

The publication contains colour photographic images of female nudity and male to female sexual 
activity. In particular the slick contains two images which strongly degrade and dehumanise two 
females. In one image a female is presented lying on her back with legs raised and buttocks 
splayed, her genitals and anus are directed toward the viewer. In a second image a female is 
depicted fellating a male while wearing a full face gas mask. The images reduce the females to 
sexual orifices. The montage of sexual images on the slick contribute to the strong impact, and 
degrading and dehumanising content, overall. By degrading and dehumanising the persons 
presented in such a strong manner the video slick is considered likely to be injurious to the public 
good if made available. The video slick is likely to be classified as objectionable if submitted under 
si 3 of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 for classification. 

In reaching this determination, consideration has been given to the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 
1990 (NZBR Act). Due the strong degrading and dehumanising content, the decision to not 
approve this video slick is considered a justified limitation of the rights and freedoms contained in 
the NZBR Act.
